LICENSE FOR HER GROOM. 


Bhe Went Over the River, and Stood Up 
Before a Hamburg Magistrate with the 
Man Who Was to Take Her to Europe. 


Avavsta, Ga., April 20.—[{Special.]—Mag- 
{strate Connor this afternoon bound Mr. 
William Awtrey, alias J. M. Allen, over to the 
superior court to answer to the charge of big- 
amy. The prosecutor is Miss Maude Weeks, 
and she made out a strong case against Awtrey 
at the preliminary trial. 

Mr. Awtrey was first identified by Miss 
Katie Schiller as the man who was married to 
Miss Weeks several Sundays ago by her father, 
Magistrate Schiller, in Hamburg, 8. C. Miss 
Weeks told a very coherent and plausible 
story. She said one Sunday last month, while 
she was on her way to visit the orphan asylum, 
she was approached by Awtrey, who asked 
permission to walk with her, telling her how 
much he admired her looks. Miss Weeks 
said Mr. Awtrey told her he was from 
Europe, and that if she would marry him 
he would take her to his home across the 
water, and he intended to marry her, and made 
a proposition to marry her. Miss Weeks be- 
came prepossessed with the man, and con- 
sented to goto Hamburg with him, and be 
married. Over the river they went. Miss 
Weeks said Mr. Awtrey, alias Allen, did not 
have the money to buy the certificate of mar- 
riage, and she loaned him $1.50 to pay for it. 
After the ceremony, they returned to Augusta 
and spent the night together. Mr. Awtrey staid 
off several days, but, on Monday, Miss Weeks 
found out that Mr. Awtrey was married, with 
a wife living in Augusta. This startled her, 
and she instituted criminal proceeding against 
him. Mrs. Awtrey No. 1 attended the 
trial, and was hysterical throughout 
the investigation. Mr. Grebner, at- 
torney for the defendant, introduced 
no testimony, and did not allow his client to 
make a statement. Mr. Grebner’s argument 
was that if the crime was committed, Mr. 
Awtrey was not amenable to Georgia laws, 
and courts in this state had no jurisdiction in 
the matter, as the marriage was performed in 
South Carolina, If bigamy was committed, 
and if there was to be a trial, it should be held 

in that state. Judge Connor agreed with

Mr. Awtrey to trial in the superior court.

Dr. Fox, treasurer, made a fia report, 
showing that there is $1,668.20 in the treasury. 
For assisting sick and disabled veterans, there 
was expended during the year $400. 

Captain R. L. Rodgers, historian, demon- 
strated that with other work accomplished, 
many interesting detailed accounts of special 
engagements and prominent battles have been 
read before the association and afterward 
printed, thus preserving them. 

‘The discussion of the youngest soldier in the 
war, as shown by the report, developed that 
many who are now members of the association 
entered the army when mere boys, and of 
those born in 1847, each of whom for 
a time was thought to be the 
youngest veteran. One was born in 
each month of that year from January toJuly. 

President Calhoun, in whose hands the ar- 
rangements for the Memorial Day have been

Resolved, That the object of this association is 
to care for the sick and indigent of our late com- 
rades in arms, and to give proper sepulture to our 
dead, and to these objects we again pledge our 
sacred honor. 

A motion was made that the resolutions be 
published, which was adopted. 

The election of officers was next in order. 

With much applause, Judge Calhoun was

ssociation in erecting two monuments at 
Oakland cemetery. A committee, with Cap- 
tain Starke chairman, was appointed to assist 
the ladies in securing the required fund. 

The president was instructed to appoint a 
committee to aid in raising funds for the mon- 
ument which isto be erected in Mobile in 
honor of Admiral Semmes.

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Plumb's Political Flea. 

Senator Plumb, of Kansas, who has more 
time than Ingalls had in which to make 
terms with the revolution of public senti- 
ment in his state, is making hay while the 
sun shines. His common sense assures him 
that the safest plan for him to pursue is to 
attack the republican party where it is weak- 
est. Consequently, he is to be found ham- 
mering away at the McKinley tariff mon- 
strosity whenever an opportunity offers. 

Plumb is a republican, however, and, in 
order to excuse himself to his own con- 
science, if he has any, and to those voters of 
Kansas whostill stick by the party, he has 
made Mr. Blaine his partner. In order that 
there may be no doubt about it, the Kansas 
senator has prepared a statement which is 
intended to clearly set forth Mr. Blaine's 
position on the McKinley bill—something 
which Mr. Blaine has thus far failed to do 
for himself. 

Mr. Plumb declares that the ex-Plumed 
Knight is still attacking the McKinley mon- 


strosity in a quiet way, and he goes on to 


say that if Mr. Blaine had been in congress 
he would have spoken against the measure 
and voted against it. Sometimes a man 
knows what he is talking about, and at 
other times he merely thinks he knows. 
Plumb thinks he knows what Mr. Blaine 
would have done, but his blunt statement 
must be taken with a considerable ration of 
salt. 

Nobody knows what Mr. Blaine would 
have done if he had been in congress—not 
even Mr. Blaine himself. In the first place, 
he would not have been dominated by obli- 
gations to Harrison if he had been in con- 
gress, and he certainly would not have run 
the gauntlet of republican criticism, which 
he surely would have had to doif he had 
opposed a measure on which the party lines 
were as strictly and as mercilessly drawn as 
they were on the McKinley bill. 

He might, indeed, have found it necessary 
to his own interests or ambition to clip the 
presidential wings of McKinley; but, in- 
stead of accomplishing this by running 
counter to republican opinion, he would 
have identified himself with the measure as 
closely as McKinley did. He would have 
had a thumb in the pie, and it would have 
been a bigger and a more expert thumb 
than McKinley’s. Mr. Plumb may think 
he has his fingeron Mr. Blaine, but when 
he comes to make an examination, he will 
find that Mr. Blaine isn’t there.

Hood's Song of the Shirt,“ would never have 
been written if this automatic affair had then 
existed. . 

But to the point. Mr. Brosins has invented 
a ginning process which will not break the 
fiber of cotton. It turns out an unbroken, 
silky staple from upland stains, which is al- 
most as beautifulas sea island cotton. For 
years it has been the lament of eastern spin- 
ners that the fiber was so broken. One of the 
most thoughtful of them not long ago remarked 
that, considering its immense cost and price- 
less value in the textile arts, cotton was 
the most roughly handled of all the raw pro- 
ducts of the earth. Pig iron is almost as ten- 
derly treated. : 

Mr. Brosius saw the need and went to work 
in March. Since then he has matured a treat- 
ment for the unginned cotton which will 
cause it to come off the seed whole, without a 
break in the fiber. Not only this; the pro- 
cess, which by the way is physical, not chem- 
ical, leaves the fiber in such soft, glossy condi- 
tion that it begins to rival silk. What if it 
should transpire that cotton, treated as it 
should be, is really a finer staple than silk? 
The results of a few hasty experiments point 
in this direction. 

The beauty of Mr. Brosius’ invention is that 
it does not necessarily do away with the gins 
in use. It simply makes their work easy and 
perfect. Fifty dollars added toa good ordi 
nary gin will equip it for this work. 

Another point is that the seed is stripped 
stark naked, so that it would blush if it were 
not already black. This savesa large item in 
the cost of getting out the oil. 

As usual, Mr. Brosius is enthusiastic and 
sanguine of large results—which he also usu- 
ally gets. 

J have showed it to practical men, said 
he, “experts in handling the staple, and they 
tell me it williwork a revolution. Mr. 8; M. In- 
man says the staple like this is worth from 1 
to 2 cents a pound more than cotton treated 
in the ordinary way. This staple before you 
is from mildewed cotton. That is what I 
showed Mr. Inman.

“Do you know,“ a weil-known South Caro- 
linian said to me at the Kimball last evening, 
that of our present delegation in congress, 
consisting of nine or ten, four of them have 
killed a man each.

The row occurred 
over a game of cards. Colonel Tillman 
didn’t give bond, but went to jail for about a 
year, when he was either tried and acquitted 
or else convicted and pardoned. Anyhow, 
Colonel Tillman went to jail an uneducated 
boy, but during that year he studied all the 
time, and came out well educated. Today 
there is nota more thoronghly educated or a 
brainier man in congress than Colonel Tillman. 

The next case everybody remembers, for it 
occurred only a few days ago. It was the 
fight in a justice’s court in Newberry, between 
Colonel George Johnstone and Mr, Jones, in 
which the latter was killed. It was an act 
purely of self defense. By the way, Colonel 


Johnstone will show up well in congress. He 


is a man of eminent ability and a splendid 
speaker. 

“The fourth man is Colonel Schell, who 
is said to have killed Joe Crews, 
the notorious carpetbagger and negro organizer. 
Crews and a party of negroes had shot into a 
party of young men a few days before and 
Colonel Schell’s brother was killed. Colonel 
Schell was tried for the killing but was ac- 
quitted.

There is some doubt whether the express 
charter provision of the city against interest in 
contracts applies to the ut, however that 
may be, it is certainly the cy of the law that 
an officer and servant of public shall not in- 
dividually be interested in any contract growing 
out of his official service to the public, and the 
weight of authority in decided” cases seems 
to against the validity of this con- 
tract, though the existence of the corporation 
makes the interest indirect and remote. e can, 
however, distinctly state that the weight of au- 
thority arises mainly out of the fact that legal 
rules are necessarily general in their operation, 
and the great underlying reason for the inhibition 
against interest in contracts by officials 
as above stated is that the official is in 
law assumed to be charged with the duty of super- 
vision over its contractors, and to see that they 
perform their duties to the public, with whom 
they contracted, and as a matter of fact this reason 
does not exist in this case, or, if at all, only in a 
slight degree, because all that is to be done 18 to 
publish’ such advertisements as are pre- 
pared by the city or its officials 
and placed with THE CONSTITUTION, 
and the only duty of the paper is to see that they 
are published when, and as directed, and whether 
this is done is easily ascertainable by any officer or 
member of the city government. 

A contract with a Georgia city and a person who 
was its mayor at the time, whereby the latter 
leased from the city tor a term of 
years real estate, being public property 
of the city, with an ement to. erect certain 
levees, build and repair fences, grade and gravel 
walks and putand keep the grounds in repair, 
and to cut and furnish wood to the poor from a 
certain portion of said land, and paying for the 
sa me in advance an annual sum therefor, was held 
invalid, and against public policy, but mainly for 
the following reasons: 

That the contractor had himself d to per- 
form certain work, and yet it was his duty as an 
official to adjudge whether or not such work was 
well done. His administrative and executive 
duties as mayor required him to overlook and 
qudge of the extent and manner in which as con- 

actor he discharged these obligations. The dis- 
tinction between the contract just referred 
to and that involved in the reference to 
us is clear and manifest. In the 
case cited, the mayor was constantly charged with 
the supervision of the work of the character de- 
scribed, while in the latter there is but the smallest 
element of supervision required, provided onl 
the publication of the paper shall continued, 
1 which there could certainly no 

oubt. 

Clearly, therefore, from the manner in which 
the advertising contract was let to THE ConsTI- 
TUTION, and the character of the wurk to be done 
under the contract,.the reason of the law has but 
little n to it, and while, because of the 
general rules of the law as above stated,the weight 
of authority seems to be against even this kind ofa 
contract; yet, if the general council is satisfied 
with it, and especially as it invited THE CownstTI- 
TUTION to bid, one can see no reason why it should 
on its own motion interfere, inasmuch as the bid 
is much lowerthan the only other bid received, 
and is clearly in the public interest. 

Another matter to which we would call atten- 
tion in this connection, is the fact that while 
marshal’s sales and sales by the tax committee 
might be advertised ina weekly paper, it would 
be impracticable under the present law and ordi- 
nances, to advertise sewer ordinances otherwise 
than in daily papers, and if THe CONSTITUTION 
should, by action of the general council. be ex- 
cluded from publishing legal advertisements and 
notices, then at least as to one branch of this ad- 
vertisin Journal would have no competi- 
tion, as it is now the only other daily paper in the 
city.

Fayette Dodd Called Upon to Defend Him- 


self on the Charge of Having Mur- 
dered James Chosewood.

The courtroom was packed with a crowd of 
interested spectators yesterday morning, in an- 
ticipation of the.call of the case. 

Dodd is a tall, powerfully-built young man, 
apparently about thirty-five years of age. He 
has only been in jail about a month, and looks 
as brawny and muscular ason the day he was 
brought back from Lynchburg, Va. 

Mr. C. T. Ladson and Captain W. D. Ellis 
appeared for the defendant, while Solicitor C. 
D. Hilt and Colonel B. N. Martin stood up for 
the state. 


THE JURY. 


It did not take Jong to secure a jury, which 
is composed of Howard L. Bass, M. W. Ken- 
nedy, W. D. Harris, F. A. Cobler, J. W. Ball, 
P. M. Bealer, J. D. Brady, A. K. Akerman, 
B. Vigneaux, L. A. DeBray, T. R. Hatcher 
and J. T. Harper. 


After the jury had been empaneled, the 
state began introducing testimony. 

There were several witnesses examined, and 
the stories they told were corroborative, except 
in one particular. That was as to in which 
hand the dead man, Chosewood, held a pint 
bottle of vinegar when he was shot. Some 
testified that it was in his left and others that 
he held it in his right, in a menacing attitude. 

THE STORY IN BRIEF. 

The story of the killing, in brief, as related 
by the witnesses, was that the proprietor of 
a beer saloon and restaurant on Decatur street 
was crippled in one hand, and as his bartender 
was disabled by erysipelas, Fayette Dodd was 
employed to tend the bar. 

* On the evening of the tragedy James 
Chosewood came into the saloon, accompanied 
by a youth of eighteen, named Johnson. 

Dodd told Chosewood that the boy was a 
minorand could not drink in the saloon. 
Chosewood asked for a quart of 
beer, which was handed him in 
a tin quart measure, with two 
glasses for use in drinking it. 

Chosewood turned to the boy and offered 
him a glass of beer, when Dodd objected, and 

oing in front of the counter took the glasses 
rom Chosewood and carried them behind the 
counter. 

Chosewood walked up to the counter and de- 
manded them. Dodd refused, and Chosewood 
became angry and threatened to throw the 
contents of the can in Dodd’s face. He made 
@ motion to do so, but the small portion thrown 
fell in front of the counter. 

Again he demanded the glasses, was refused, 
and repeated his threat. . 

THE FATAL SHOT. 

He held a pint bottle of vinegar in one 
hand. Whether with his right or his left, he 
at least threw the beer from the measure into 
Dodd’s face and all over his shirt front. 

Quick as a flash Dodd grabbed his pistol and 
fired at Chosewood and killed bim. 

Dodd evaded arrest, left the city, and for 
some time his whereabouts were unknown. At 
length he was located in Lynchburg, arrested 
‘ail brought back to the city and lodged in 

ail. 

After the evidence closed for the state, de- 
fendant’s counsel simply introduced Dodd’s 
statement without other evidence. The story 
as he told it was about as stated 
by the witnesses for the state, only 
he emphasized the fact that Chosewood 
held the vinegar bottle in his right hand, ready 
to strike him, when he threw the beer; and 
that on that account he fired the shot. 

At the conclusion of the statement court ad- 
journed until 9 o’clock this morning, when 
argument will begin. 


THE APPEARANCE OF THINGS 


Changed Somewhat by a Review of Both 
Sides of the Question. 

In yesterday’s CONSTITUTION appeared an 
account concerning Mr. William R. Thaxton, 
of Jackson, Ga. 

The following card shows the nature of the 
case, a8 looked upon by those representing the 


other side: 

JACKSON, Ga., April 19, 1891.—Editor Constitu- 
tion: At the request of friends I send you a con- 
cise statement of facts concerning the arrest of 
the postmaster at this place on the 18th instant. 

In the final adjustment at Washington, D. C., of 
the account of William R. Thaxton, late postmas- 
ter at this place, he was found to be defaulter to 
the amount of 641. May, 1889, he turned over to 
the present postmaster $19.76, which he should 
have deposited at Atlanta. Duplicate receipts of 
the $19.76 were sent to the auditor of the pustoffice 
department, but for some reason the amount was 
never charged to the occount of the present post- 
master. The present postmaster remitted a deficit 
as per the auditor’s circular, October 17, 1889, and 
was laboring under the impression that the 819.76 
was made good in that amount, there being no 
official notice to the contrary until April 6, 1891. 
On receipt of that notice, which was handed him 
by Mr.; Thaxton, he stated to Thaxton that he 
would pay the amount over as soon as he could get 
a statement of his account from the auditor, which 
was asked for by return mail, the 6th instant, if 
the amount was found, from the statement, to be 
due. Mr. Thaxton, withont any further cere- 
mony, swears out a warrant for the stmaster, 
charging him with violation of tal laws, and 
has the warrant executed before the statement of 
his account could be received from the auditor 
and an opportunity to pay over the money. 

The statement was received jon the evening of 
the 16th instant, and the warrant was executed on 
the morning of the 18th instant, and that being 
the first tame that he had seen Thaxton, the 
money was paid over in the presence of the United 
States commissioner. ; 

That this is an unwarranted and malicious pros- 
ecution, based n personal and political preju- 
dice, and because he was superseded as post mas- 
ter, needs no comments. The facts above, show- 
ing a snap judgment on his part, and that be is 
the prosecutor and the government, are sufficient 
to show his malice.

STOLE A CHURCH ORGAN 
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AND THEN TRIES TO EVADE ARBEST 
BY WEARING FEMALE ATTIREZ. 


Tom Delk Dresses Himself as a Girl and 
Goes to See a Woman with Whom 
He Is Infatuated. 


Stole a church organ. 

That is what a couple of young men did. 

And Tom Delk, one of the two accused of 
the strange theft, is now behind the bars. 

Delk seems to be a very odd young man. 
As stated he is not only held accountable for 
the church organ theft, but to escape arrest 
masqueraded about the streets in female attire. 

It was from Humphries Street Baptist 
church that the organ was stolen, about two 
months ago. 

The instrument, it may be stated, was pur- 
chased by the children of the church at a cost 
of $75, and when on this particular Sunday 
morning when the congregation assembled, 
only to find their new organ gone, it seemed 
all the harder on that account. 

It had been in possession of the church 
only a short time, and the sensation 
its sudden departure created can well 
be understood, especially as the congregation 
of Humphries street church are people who 
cannot afford to buy a now organ every week 
or two. 

Aside from the very fact of stealing from @ 
church the theft was a bold one. 

Tom Delk and C. C. McLain, the young 
men who are jointly accused of the crime, 
went to the church with a dray during the 
night, broke open the door and boldly hauled 
their booty away. 

It wasa premeditated theft, or burglary, 
not done on the spur of the moment, for it 
has been learned by the police 
that the men had several times 
told some women of questionable character 
living on Marietta street that they would get 
the organ for them just as soon as an oppor- 
tunity offered. 

After placing the organ on the wagon it was 
taken direct to the house of these women, 
where it remained some little time. 

Then the men determined to sellit, and af- 
ter some effort succeeded in disposing of it to 
Mr. Ben A. Massey, a Marietta street furniture 
dealer. 

Mr. Massey paid them $15 for the instru- 
ment, and McLain signed a bill of sale to him 
under the name of J. B. Haychurch. 

MA few days after purchasing the organ Mr. 
Massey sold it to Dr. Allen, of Duluth. 

The organ had only been shipped a day 
when Officers Hurd and Golden, who had been 
notified of its disappearance from Humphries 
street church, and who had been following up 
the case very closely, called at Massey’s store 
and informed him that the organ he had 
bought from Delk and McLain and then sold 
to Dr. Allen was stolen property. 

Immediately Mr. Massey telegraphed to 
Duluth and had the organ returned to him 
on the next train. It was then 
turned over to the officers, and after- 
words identified by members of the church, and 
is now discoursing music to the congregation 
again, after just such an experience as proba- 
* other organ ever had before. 

‘ow to the capture of Delk. 

After receiving the $15 from Mr. Massey, 
which they divided in his store, the two men 
disappeared and were not heard of, although 
the police kept a sharp lookout for them until 
last Friday night. 

It appears that there wasa woman at the 
bottom of the organ-stealing, as has already 
been intimated. This woman not only exer- 
cised sufficient influence over Delk 
as to induce him to steal a 
church organ for her, but when he was com- 
pelled to leave the city, to escape arrest, he 
was still under the spell of his evil star. 

So great was the woman’s attraction for him 
that he determined to see her at all hazard. 
Accordingly, last Friday night he arrived in 
Atlanta from Birmingham. Going to the 
house of a friend in the suburbs, he procured 
a full outfit of woman’s wearing apparel, and 
in this rig made his way through the city to 
the woman’s house, on Marietta street. 

After spending some time there he left, but 
not before he had been recognized by 
another woman in the house—a woman 
who from motives of jealousy or otherwise put 
the police on his track. 

This woman called for Officer Hurd, who 
she knew was working the case, and informed 
him that Delk had been there disguised in 
woman’s clothes. 

Taking the clue, Officer Hurd finally located 
Delk at the house of his friend near the glass 
works. Delk had been seenina bar in that 
neighborhood. attired as a woman. 

With this information, Officer Hurd, with, 
Messrs. Drake and Bevels, whom he deputized 
for the purpose, reached the vicinity of the 
glass works about 3 o’clock, Sunday morning. 

At the first house,the search proved fruitless, 
but on coming out the officer noticed two men 
and two women standing in the doorway of an- 
other house. 

This looked suspicious, and he headed in 
that direction. 

The crowd scattered when he approached. 
Ofticer Hunt determined to make a search here 
despite the protests that there was no such 
person as Delk on the premises. 

Delk was soon located, however. He had 
crawled up under a bed, and had drawna 
quilt and an old dress over himself, 

He was fished out and taken to the station 
house, where he is now. Delk will be given a 
preliminary trial today. 

McLain has not yet been located. 

Saturday night Delk went to the Salvation 
Army meeting dressed as a woman, and had 
evidently just got back at 3 o’clock Sunday 
morning, when Officer Hurd appeared upon 
the scene. 

To a CONSTITUTION reporter Delk denied 
having had anything todo with stealing the 
church organ ,andjalso denied that he went to 
the house of the woman on Marietta street 
disguised in female attire. This, however, 
Ofticer Hurd says he admitted to him when 
first arrested.
